New Jersey Board of Public Utilities' Annual Certification for Alteva of Warwick LLC,
Formerly the Warwick Valley Telephone Company d/b/a WVT Communications

On August 3,2}l},pursuant to 47 C.F.R. $ 54.314, Alteva of Warwick LLC, formerly Warwick

Valley Telephone Company ("Alteva") filed a verified petition with the Board of Public Utilities
("Board") requesting that the Board file a certification with the Federal Communications

Commission ("FCC") and the Universal Service Fund Administration stating that Warwick's use

of federal high-cost Universal Service Support funds ("USS") is consistent with the purposes for

which such funds may be used, according to federal law. On August 9, 2018, Alteva

supplemented the petition filed on August 3,2018 with a copy of its FCC Form 481. On the

same date, Alteva sent a certificate of newspaper publication regarding this matter. The

Universal Service certification requested by Alteva must be filed by the Board with both the
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FCC and USF Administrator by October 1,2018 in order for Alteva to receive its full allocation
of funds under the requirements imposed by the FCC.

Alteva is an incumbent local exchange calTrer ("ILEC") certified as an eligible
telecommunications carrier by the Board. Alteva provides telecommunications services to
customers in the Townships of Vernon and West Milford, New Jersey, and the towns of
Warwick and Goshen, New york. Alteva provides service to approximately 7,648 access lines,
of which 2,934 are in New Jersey. Alteva is a rural telephone company as defined by the
Telecommunications Act of I 996, P.L. 104-104, 110 Stat. 56 (codified in scattered Sections of
47 U.S.C. $$ 151 et seq. (hereinafter, "the Act"). See 47 U.S.C. $ 153(44). The Board has
certified Alteva as an eligible telecommunications carrier pursuant to 47 U.S.C. g2la(e). See
Order of Approval, for as

T U Docket
No. T097080587 (November 25, 1997). Under the Act, certification as an eligible
telecommunications carrier is necessary in order to receive federal Universal Service Support.
47 U.S.C. g 2sa(e)

By order, dated August 15, 2013, Docket No. To010g0575 (,,2012 order,,), the Board
empowered the Director of the Division of Telecommunications, with the assistance of the
Office of the Attorney General, if such assistance is deemed necessary, to provide to both the
office of the Secretary of the FCC and the Administrator of the trigtr-cost universal service
support mechanism, a letter of compliance with the certification requirements as set forlh in 47
c.F.R. $ s4.314.

Consistent with previous petitions filed with the Board regarding the use of USS funds, Alteva of
Warwick has filed the following information:

A- Cost Support Response Form and supporting schedules of Alteva of Warwick
prepared as of August 3, 2018 (schedules for 2018 pro forma and20l9 projected).

B- Affidavit of Virginia O'Hanlon, Manager, Regulatory and Tax Compliance, of Alteva
of Warwick, certiffing that USS funds received by Alteva of Warwick in the
preceding calendar years (2017 and 2018), and will receive in2019 for the provision,
maintenance, and upgrading of facilities and services for which such support is
intended, as required pursuant to section 25a@) of the Telecommunications 
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and47 C.F.R. $ 54.101 et seq.

C- Proof of newspaper publication of the Notice of filing requesting the public to
comment dn Alteva's use of High cost funds on August g,20rg.

D- An annual report filing of FCC Form 481, Carrier Annual Reporting, in support of
Alteva of Warwick's certification requirements for 2018 as required iy a7 C.f.n. g
54.313. Alteva certified that it is offering broadband that meets the requisite puUfic
interest obligations consistent with the category for which they were selected. It
includes broadband speed, latency, usage capacity, and rates ihut *. reasonably
comparable to rates for comparable offerings in urban areas.
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In order to ensure continued use of universal Service Support funds in a manner consistent withfederal law, Board Staff requests Alteva to continue to fo-llow Board directives to submit to theBoard no later than July lst and January lst of each year, a report as determined by Stafiproviding auditable information sufficient to determirr" Alt"ru,s'compliance with the FCC,srequired uses of Universal Service Support funds.

Having reviewed the petition and the information submitted in support thereof, and given that noone has objected to Alteva of Warwick's continued use of

usd nrnas following
newspaper publications, Staff HEREBY CERTIFIES that Alteva of warwick shall use thefederal USS funds it receives during 2018 for the provision, maintenance, and upgrading offacilities and services for which srch srpport is intended, as required by section 25a@) of the
Telecommunications Act of 1996 and+z b.r.n. $ 54.101 et seq.

Staff therefore files this Letter of Approval and Certification with both the offrce of theSecretary of the FCC and the Administrator to serve as compliance with the certification
requirements as set forth in 47 C.F.R. Section 54.314.
